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1. Reference is made to your request of 9 August 1950 for inf carnation 
concerning KUOoe CSCM0B8 (3719 Vienna) whoso nan yxxi desired checked 
a gains t the files of this office* The following sumaiy of information 
concerning Subject is based on material received from 1944 to datej unless 
otherwise indicated, this notarial was received from usually reliable sources 
oral Is evaluated as probably true* 

2. In 1946, Subject vea reliably reported to be engaged in black 
nmrkat operations in Austria and Hungary* Because these operations wars 
executed with tbs knowledge and s u pport of tbs Russian authorities, 
re liabl e and wall-qualified sources believed that Subject "was working 
for the Russlaxu" • In December 1946 or January 1947, Subject vaa arrested 
by the Hungarian police, and in January 1947 was turned over to the Russians* 
Subject was charged with being the leader of a western-controlled espionage 
network in Hungary* Subject admitted the charge, plaaded guilty, became 

the chief prosecution witness and leveled various accusations against other 
individuals charged with being members of tbs alleged network* Defendants 
found guilty of membership in Subject's alleged network received prison 
sentences of up to twenty years* Subject himself was sentenced to death) 
sentence was not executed, however, because of the abolition of capital 
punishment in Russia* Subject claimed that be was lsprisonsd in Russia 
from 1947 to 1956, during which period several usually reliable sources 
actually saw Subject in prison. It Is noted that, although originally 
sentenced to death, and although his principal collaborators received 
sentences of 80 years. Subject himself has spent lass then tan years in 
Jail* Subject returned to Hungary in 1956, and, during the Hungarian 
Revolution, he entered Austria* Subject claimed that since the Revolution 
he has made several 11 Legal trips back Into Hungary, While residing in 
Austria, Subject has made antl-Cccmunlst and entl-Kadsr statements* However, 
he has also associated with individuals who have been publicly denounced by 
fairly reliable prominent Hungarian emigre' sources as being controlled by 
the Hungarian State Security Authority (AVH). It is rusorad that Subject's
